b. German Use of Coiercial Cover . In Hovuber and December 1952, 
during talks hold in Budapest between AYH officers and Karoly JtJMHR, 
then chief of the Hungarian Trade Mission in Frankfurt and an agent of 
7IH/3, JUNGER was told that German Intelligence was beginning to set up 
coEaercial firms to use as covsr for operations against the Satellites. 
JUNQEft was warned to be alert for approaches from nmt German firms and 
to report such Jp proaches i^ediately.
